POMlbly.  indeed,  real 
wages  are  lower  in  Oermany  than  they  were 
under  the  former  regime.  Whatever  advantages 
iratl«n  haa  boitowed  there  is  to  be  set  m  the 
opposite  sr.Tlr  a  restrl'  '-  .i  expK)rt  trade,  a  liarden- 
Ing  foreign  opinion  agaiusL  Hltlerlsm,  resentment 
o(  the  Jews  all  over  the  world  at  the  treatment 
of  their  compatriots  In  Oermany,  and  a  religious 
rilL  which  bids  fair  to  be  the  biggest  factor  of' 
•n  In  the  fntnre  political  situatlaa. 

Germany  ha.s  estranged  tha  IVOrld  by  the 
policy  of  pan -Germanism,  a  policy  Which  on  a 
•omewhAt  different  basis  led  to  the  Great  War. 
Horr  Hitler,  when  he  assumed  power,  promised 
treaty  revision,  and  nothing  has  been  done.  He 
promised  Socialism  and  has  been  imable  to  put 
It  into  practice  without  alienating  Herr  von 
Papen  and  the  Conservatives.  His  performances 
|MV»  been  infinitesimal  as  compared  with  his 
promises.  Tlils  fart  is  perhaps  the  ehlef  reason 
for  the  smouldtriim  unrest  likely  to  name  out  at 
any  time  and  precipitate  a  conflict  in  which  Herr 
HitlMr  and  bis  regime  might  well  disappear.

A  greater  degree  of  unity  between  the  French 
and  English  elements  hi  Canada  Is  stroccod  as 

an  objective  of  the  Jacques  Cartler  anniversary, 
In  an  article  In  the  current  Issue  of  The  New  Out- 
look, of  Toronto.  The  number  Is  Itself  a  worthy 
contribution  to  that  end.  Dlscu.ssing  a  unified 
Canada  as  the  Ideal  for  the  future,  the  editor 
says  that  while  there  are  still  people  In  Canada, 
no  doubt,  who  think  of  this  great  neccs.sity  of 
history  that  has  thrown  these  two  peoples  to- 
gether as  one  community,  as  a  great  embarrass- 
ment, if  not  a  tragedy,  an  entirely  opposite  at- 
titude should  be  taken.  It  is.  Uutei^,  "one  of 
the  greatest  opportunities  that  the  history  of 
the  centuries  has  revealed.  That  opportunity 
ve  must  face  with  new  wisdom  and  finer  cour- 
age." As  a  means  to  better  mutual  understand- 
ing he  would  encourage  the  ambition  that  every 
educated  child  in  Canada  should  be  able  to 
speak  both  languages. 

Reviewing  in  The  New  Outlook  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  French  in  Canada,  Professor  Harold 
Innls,  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  finds  that  the 
"prescr.i  D  'lolnlon  is  an  exton.slon  of  the  St 
Lawrence  that  has  been  achieved  on  the  basis 
of  French  eultnre  and  Anglo-Saxon  economic 
organization."  The  present  acute  problems 
should  not  lead  to  regionalism  and  resentment, 
he  urg^  for  these  accentuate  rather  than  solve 
the  difficulty."  The  problems  can  be  remedied 
only  by  reference  to  the  fundamental  unity  of 
the  Dominion  and  by  the  snstalncd  cooperation 

of  French  culture  and  the  BrltLsh- American 
economic  system.
